AMARILLO LAWYER TELLS 
MANY ATTEMPTS MURDER 
WIFE THAT WENT AWRY 


STINNETT, Aug. 8.—(#) 


—A. D. Payne. Amarillo at- 
torney, who confessed that it 
was he who planted the dy- 
namite that blasted the life 
out of his wife and the moth- 
er of his three children, to- 
day acknowledged the truth- 
fulness of his sordid statement of 
murder with his signature. 


When he stepped back in the 


presence of Potter and Hutchin- 
son County officers after affixing 
his name to the long document 
which told a tale of conniving at 
the life of the woman he courted 
a few years ago while working 
his way through West Texas State 
Teachers' college at Canyon, he 
expressed only one regret. 
He said he was sorry that the

son did not in fact 


murder the boy that had been 


' given the name of his father and 


who now does not believe him 
guilty of so dastardly a crime. 
Payne seemed remarkably com- 


posed, considering the ordeal he 
had been through, when, at 4 o'- 
clock this morning he sealed the 
63-page confession, detailing a se- 
ries of attempts on his wife's 
life before he finally succedeed. 
Newspaper reporters were pres- 
ent when the climax came. 


Officers said the attorney had 


talked 
almost 
incessantly 
from 
8 a. m. yesterday until 4 a. rn. 
today. 
However, 
apparently

he had at last made a clean breast 
of the thing that had been gnaw- 
ing at his heart many days, his 
body quivered, the pen fell from 
his hands, he buried his face in 
his arms and slumped over on a 
cot. 
Recovers Composure.

But they needn't 
be discouraging—you can get ex- 
tension rods, or rods cut to order, 
nil ready with the necessary pul- 
leys, rings and cords for you 
to 


hook on your curtains. There are 
hinged rods which swing in with 
the windows, and they mav be had 
plain for glass curtains and in elab- 
orate wrought iron cranes for over- 
draperies.
